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Early Orders—When you place your order early 
you have a better chance of getting what you ordered 
as all orders are filled in rotation. When out of a 
particular variety, I will substitute another as near!y 
like the one ordered as possible. Prices on _ roots 
have been raised slightly to offset the high cost of 
labor and supplies that enter into the growing of the 
roots. 


When you receive your roots, care should be taken 
rot to let them dry up and shrivel or do not plant

when the ground is too wet and cold as there is dan- 
ger of dahlias rotting in the ground and nd) roots 
will be replaced from this cause, sinee that is no 
fault of the root. Plant dahlias about corn planting 
time in your locality.

LARGE DAHLIA COLLECTION 
(Exhibition sized blooms) 


Surprise Collection—12 for $2.00. This collection is 
made up of large flowering double dahlias, each a 
different variety and labeled with its true name. The 
bulbs are cut with good eyes and are good sound tu- 
bers, although all tubers are not the same size. How- 
ever, the size of the root has nothing to do witi the size 
of the flower it produces and will, if ithas a good 
eye, produce just as large flowers frcm a small root 
as if it were a large root. The selection is left to me 
and I can assure you that you will be more than 
pleased with their bloom. Since this collection would 
cost you three to four times as much if bought sepa- 
rately, no replacements will be made in this collec- 
tion, but they will all be cut with good eyes and be 
healthy sound tubers when sent out. Try a collection 
and be convined of their bargain and beauty.
